England, France, Holland 
and Belgium Will Take 
Shipload of Refugees; 
Bond Is_ Volunteered. 


PARIS, June 13.—(#)—At least 
temporary havens for the 907 ref- 
ugee German Jews who have been 
wandering the seas aboard the 
liner St. Louis were assured to- 
night by the governments of 
France, England, Belgium and the 
Netherlands. 

The four western European 
countries each agreed to take 
about one-fourth of the shipload of 
refugees after the American joint 
distribution committee had volun- 
teered a bond of $500 for each 
passenger of the liner. 

The St. Louis, which left Ham- 
burg May 15 and turned back to 
Europe after the Jews were denied 
permission to land in Cuba and 
the Dominican Republic is expect- 
ed to reach a European port Sat- 
urday. 

Bonds Total $453,500. 

The American bonds, totaling 
$453,500, were offered as a guar- 
antee that the refugees would not 
become public charges of the na- 
tions giving them temporary 
homes. 

The Netherlands is to take 194, 
and each of the other countries is 
to take up to 250 of the refugees. 
French authorities said that about 
700 have applied for permission to 
enter the United ‘States and are 
expected to proceed there after 
fulfilling immigration require- 


ments.

WASHINGTON, June 13=(Py 
By a strictly party vote, the house 
foreign affairs committee today 


approved the new administration 
neutrality bill, a measure so drawn 
that if war should come to Europe, 
America’s vast resources would 
concededly be available to Great 
Britain, France and their allies. 

The legislation, denounced by its 
foes as “unneutral” and likely to 
drag the United States into the 
first foreign conflict that comes 
along, goes next to the house prop- 
er. Action there is planned for 
late next week, or early in the 
week following. 

Leaders were confident that the 
house would approve the bill, but 
readily conceded that its chances 
in the senate were of a different 
sort. There the old _ isolationist 
bloc, augmented by some new re- 
cruits, was waiting to fight the 
measure to the end, and a filibus- 
ter against it was considered much 
more than a possibility. 

The senate foreign relations 
committee was scheduled to meet 
tomorrow to decide when it would 
begin consideration of specific 
neutrality legislation. Some look- 
ed for a test vote on an effort to 
postpone the date.

‘Silk Underwear’ Revolt 
In Prison Mine Subdued 


LANSING, Kan., June 13.—() 
A “silk underwear” revolt of 229 
luxury-loving convicts in a Kan- 
sas state penitentiary coal mine 


was quelled today bya determined 
new warden who answered their 
demands with a show of machine 
guns and tear gas. 

The prisoners surrendered 
meekly four hours after they had 
sent up demands for continued 
privileges, including bedtime 
snacks in their cells and the right 
to wear silk next to their skin, as 
the price of their work. 

Warden Milton F. Amrine de- 
nied all demands, except that con- 
victs would be permitted to wear 
out the silk underwear purchased 
previously at the prison commis- 
sary. He sent down 20 guards with 


machine guns and tear gas and or- 
dered them to shoot if necessary. 

The strikers speedily were 
brought up from the 722-foot deep 
shaft and marched to their cells 
minus their noonday lunch. 

Amrine, a former warden, re- 
turned here May 3 after directing 
the federal detention headquarters 
at New Orleans seven years. He 
was appointed by Governor Payne 
Ratner, Republican, who «succeed- 
ed Democratic Governor Walter 
Huxman. 

He said their discontent grew 
from his efforts to tighten up dis- 
cipline. Two 10-gallon liquor stills 
recently were seized in the mine. 

Pink, blue and white silk shirts 
and shorts formerly were sold in 
the prison commissary. He stop- 
ped the sale last Saturday.

TVA-POWER FIRM 


DEAL IS “WRECKED 


House Substitutes Own Bond 
Issue Rian for That of 
U. S. Agency. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—(>)— 
The house late today substituted 
its own $65,000,000 bond issue pro- 
posal for one offered by the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority in an ac- 
tion which TVA supporters said 
“sounded the death knell” of the 
$78,600,000 contract for Tennessee 
Electric Power Co. properties. 

The legislation, carried to pass- 
age by a coalition of Republicans 
and Democrats opposed to public 
power sales, so revised the $100,- 
009,000 senate proposal ‘that ad- 
ministration leaders said there was 
no prospect of favorable senate 
action. 

Representatives Sparkman, 
(Democrat, Alabama); Rankin, 
(Democrat, Mississippi), and 
Chandler, (Democrat, Tennessee), 
supporters of the TVA, said the 
house action meant that the Tepco 
deal “cannot be consummated, and 
that duplicating municipal distri- 
bution systems will be built.” 

Loss To Stockholders. 

“This means destruction of in- 
vestments of Tepco stockholders,” 
they added. 

The original bond issue proposal 
grew out of agreements reached by 
Wendell Willkie, president of the 
Commonwealth & Southern Cor- 
poration, to sell the C. & S.’. Ten- 
nessee properties to TVA and as- 
sociated municipalities (including 
Nashville and Chattanooga). 

. The deal involved a payment of 
$45,000,000 by TVA, the balance 
by the cities and other retail pow- 
er distributors. The agreement 
called for closing the deal by the 
end of the month and consum- 
mation hinged on _ congressional 
action to authorize TVA to issue 
bonds for acquisition of generating 
systems. 

TVA Sought Amendment. 

The TVA has authority to issue 
up to $100,000,000 in bonds to fi- 
nance other activities, and sought 
to amend its authority to cover 
the needs arising from the deal. 

The house military affairs com- 
mittee, headed by Representative 
Hay, Democrat, Kentucky, rewrote 
the senate bill to reduce the bond 
proposal to $65,000,000, restrict 
TVA’s power sales to territories 
now served, plus the territories 
served by Tepco, and to 27 coun- 
ties in north Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi where TVA was negotiat- 
ing for other C. & S. properties. 
All other operations would be re- 
stricted to territory drained by the 
Tennessee river. 

Another provision in the amend- 
ment adopted today. would prohibit 
TVA from paying to states and 
counties in its area contributions 
in lieu of taxes now paid by pri- 
vate utilities beyond the nominal 
five per cent of gross receipts from 
power generated within their bor- 
ders now paid to the states. 

Other Amendments Listed. 

Still other amendments would 
subject TVA’s accounts to review 
of the general accounting office 
and make the bonds issued under 
the bill obligations solely of the 
TVA, with no. government guar- 
antee for their payment. 

Georgia congressmen who voted 
to substitute the $65,000,000 bond 
issue and to make other drastic 
changes in the $100,000,000 meas- 
ure passed by the senate were Cox, 
Peterson and Welchel. Those vot- 
ing again the changes were Gibbs, 
Owen, Pace, 
and Vinson.

JURORS MAY ACT # 
ON COUNTY RELIEF 


Welfare Board, Commission- 
ers To Be Invited To Ap- 
pear Next Week, 


Grand jury action probably next 
week on a maximum tax recom- 
mendation for county relief pur- 
poses was forecast yesterday by 
George A. Campbell, foreman, 
who said members of the Fulton 
County Board of Public Welfare, 
county commissioners and tke 
county attorney will be invited to 
appear before the grand jury be- 
fore any action is taken.

Following the commission ac- 
tion, the welfare board began a 
systematic reduction in the admin- 
istrative personnel and also has 
slashed the relief client roll, Wil- 
liam E. Mitchell, chairman of the 
board, said. 
Under the legislative act per- 
mitting a special relief levy, the 
recommendation of two successive 
grand juries is a condition prece- 
dent before any levy can be made. 
It was pointed out yesterday 
that the hands of the county com- 
mission would be tied to a 2 1-4- 
mill levy if the present grand jury 
recommends that figure; that if 
the present group should recom- 
mend a 3-mill levy, the 2 1-4 mills 
could be levied at once, and that 
a succeeding grand jury might in- 
crease it to three mills, thus en- 
abling the commission to increase 
the 2 1-4 mille to 3 mills. 
If the present group should re- 
fuse to make any recommendation 
for a special levy, action of two 
other grand juries acting in succes- 
sion would be required before the 
commission could act legally to 
ey any levy, legal authorities 
old.

A paragraph asking state offi- 
clals to keep the schools open was 
inserted into the anti-sales tax 
resolution on a motion from the 
floor.

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How About Cottonseed? 

Those who advocate ever greater acreage 
restriction as a sure solution of the “cotton 
problem”—regardless of the plan recommended 
—are inclined to lose sight of one important 
revenue-producing factor, viz., cottonseed. Its 
products amount to one-third of the total value 
of the cotton crop. And the so-called by- 
products, particularly cottonseed oil, are not 
presently handicapped, like cotton, with a do- 
mestic surplus. 

On the contrary there is a tremendous short- 
age, year after year, of domestic edible oils in 
the United States. In fact, the shortage is so 
great it is necessary to import some 1,500,000,- 
000 pounds annually to meet the demands. Over 
200,000,000 pounds of these imported fats is cot- 
tonseed oil. Presumably; then, the market out- 
let for edible oils in the United States must be 
enormous because the yearly importations just 
about equal in volume the amount produced 
domestically. 

Thus there is a ready market for 1,500,000,000 
tons of edible oils within the borders of the 
United States—only one-half of which is pro- 
duced domestically—and the talk of further re- 
stricting production of oil bearing materials 
goes on unabated as if it were a perfect solution 
of the southern farmer’s problems. 

Each year, for the past 30 years, there has 
been a gradual falling behind in the ability of 
domestic producers to meet the ever increasing 
demand for edible oils. This has been due to a 
normal lack of crushing materials, all kinds 
of oil producing seeds and beans. This lack 
has been made doubly severe by a governmental 
policy of restricted production. 

Consider cotton in Georgia. Last year only 
857,000 bales were produced. This was 43 per 
cent less than in 1937, 21 per cent less than in 
1936 and 26 per cent less than the 10-year 
average from 1927 to 1936. It was 70 per cent 
less than production in 1911. The state has 
long since failed to produce sufficient cotton 
to supply its own cotton mills. And less than 
one-third as many oil mills are in operation 
today, because of the Jack of seed, as there 
were 25 years ago. 7 

There should be no further reduction of cot- 
ton acreage in Georgia. There is an over- 
abundance of other land available for diversi- 
fied farming. Every time an additional bale is 
cut from production it means that much less 
cottonseed meal available locally as feed for 
live stock, that much less cottonseed meal at 
hand as fertilizer, that much less cottonseed oil 
to meet the demand for edible fats. Unless 
the trend is halted it simply means the eventual 
importation from other states, perhaps from 
other countries, as in the case of cottonseed oil, 
of these natural Georgia products. 

The present supply of cottonseed keeps the 
cotton oil mills in Georgia running only six 
months of the year at the most. Thus the de- 
mand for edible vegetable oils is only half met. 
Other seeds and beans should be produced in 
crushable quantities to make up a satisfactory 
part of this deficit. It is nothing less than an 
economic absurdity, a lost opportunity, for land 
to lie fallow, for mills to lie idle, when the de- 
mand for the product is so pronounced.

Uncle Sam’s Portrait 
A comparatively little publicized but impor- 


tant task has just been completed by the ~ 


general land office of the department of the 
interior It is a master map of the United 
States, the only one officially authorized by 
congress. Behind its issuance this week is 
an interesting story of long labor, without fuss 
or fanfare, on a really gigantic job. 


‘This official map of the country was first 
published in 1882. It is brought up to date 
once in two years. The task just completed 
meant, among other things, the checking of 
land office files that, if laid end to end, would 
reach a distance of two miles. It meant the 
piecing together of more than 100,000 piat 
maps, which are blocks of land six miles 
square. It meant that unheralded and unsung 
surveyors and mapmakers had to traverse des- 
erts, and cut their way through wilderness. 
It meant that all but 127,000,000 acres of the 
1,800,000,000 acres in the public domain had to 
be surveyed and the township boundaries 
marked with iron posts. 

But now the map is ready. In effect Uncle 
Sam's official portrait, it is a piece of hand 
engraving seven feet long and fiva feet high. 


Among interesting facts the map disclosed is 
that the highest and lowest points in the 
nation are within 100 miles of each other, 
Mount Whitney and Death Valley. 


Economy of Competition 

There is an essential factor in private enter- 
prise, as it is known in a so-called capitalistic 
democracy, that works inevitably for the ad- 
vantage of the consumers, all the people. That 
is the factor of competition. 

The ancient axiom “competition is the life 
of trade,” could advantageously be modified to 
read “competition is the salvation of the buyer.” 
Without competition the supply of necessities 
and of luxuries would never touch the demand 
of the would-be buyers. With competition both 
approach that common level which results in an 
equitable sharing of the wealth of the world. 

That this sharing has not yet completely 
achieved that common level, is not a fault of 
the law of competition, but merely one more 
evidence of the faulty application of a funda- 
mental law by men who do not thoroughly 
understand. 

Competition works through two channels 
which must be delicately balanced, one with 
the other, if the best results are to be obtained 
both for seller and for buyer. 

’ The first of these channels is the competition 
of price. With two or more sellers of the same 
article, each will strive to sell for less than the 
other, to the point where it would no longer be 
profitable to continue in business. By thus 
lowering prices each hopes to take the lion’s 
share of the available business and, to a certain 
point, the purchaser is the beneficiary of these 
lower prices for the goods he needs. 

However, the lowering of prices can only be 
carried so far before the practice becomes, not 
an economic benefit, but a public handicap. 
The seller who sees his profits disappear be- 
cause of too great reduction of price, to meet 
competition, must, by a law of human nature, 
seek to restore those profits by some other 
means. He may either reduce the quality of 
his goods, or lower the wages of his employes. 
Either step is eventually costly to himself and 
to the general public alike and, if not halted, 
eventually means disaster. 

There is another channel of competition, 
however, which can but benefit both seller and 
buyer. That is the channel of improved qual- 
ity, better service and greater value than rivals 
can offer. By this channel has come the im- 
proved values that have made America lead 
the world in living conditions, that have brought 
to such a great proportion of American homes 


so many material things which would only be’ 


regarded as wildest luxuries in the greater por- 
tions of the world. 

In modern advertising, trends may be seen of 
the increasing triumph of the second channel of 
competition over the pricé cutting which is 


rapidly being discredited. Advertisers today 
more and more depend for their success upon 
printed expositions of the goods they offer, 
rather than upon bald statements of lower price. 

Both forms of competition are necessary for 
the greatest possible benefit to buyer and to 
seller alike. It is the happy combination of the 
two, in proper ratio, that keeps prices down, 
quality up, and that permits the buyer to obtain 
the best goods for the smallest outlay, while 
at the same time the producer or seller se- 
cures his reasonable profit.

CONCLUSION FROM SPENDING WASHINGTON, June 13. 
New Deal plans for gen- 


erous concessions to the old-age pension vote can be interpreted 
only one way. They mean that the New Deal spending policy may 
soon enter its last, inevitable phase, in which such great pressure 
groups as the old folks and the veterans will be systematically con- 
ciliated by lavish handouts. Politically speaking, this phase is the 
spending policy’s logical conclusion. 

To be sure, the misjudgment of the New Deal is the supposition 
that the spending policy is purely opportunistic, and has been fol- 
lowed only in the hope of buying votes. On the contrary, the policy 
is based on an honest, energetically defended economic theory. The 
New Dealers, the left-wing economists and their friends really re- 
gard government spending as the best remedy for sick capitalism. 
They believe that it turns the wheels of industry, stimulates in- 
vestment and increases the national wealth. They believe that, if 
spending is stopped, the country must face a continuous deflation 
of the utmost cruelty. 

But even granting these premises, lavish handouts to the pres- 
sure groups is still spending’s logical conclusion. The only wonder 
is that the conclusion was not reached long before. ' 


PHASES 1 AND 2 Thus far, Roosevelt administration spend- 
‘ing has passed through two preliminary 
phases. In the first, the money was poured out, ostensibly, only 
because the unemployed imperatively demanded it. Through all the 
first four New Deal years, the President never defended spending 
on any other grounds except that of need. Of course, whenever he 
began to doubt the need, the New Deal spenders, even then be- 
lievers in spending as an economic stimulant, hastened to persuade 
— therwise. But phase No. 1 may be described as “spending for 
n Fs 
The first phase ended and the second began in January, Feb- 
ruary and March of 1938. As will be remembered, these first 
months of last year were the period of the spending crisis. Pre- 
viously, Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. and other 
administration conservatives had wheedled the President into try- 
ing to balance the budget. In spite of a new depression, he re- 
fused all winter to embark on new large-scale spending. Finally, in 
April, he changed his mind, strongly persuaded by the New Dealers. 
Phase No. 2 followed quite naturally. In it, the old argument 
of “spending for need” was abandoned. The central New Deal con- 
viction, that spending is a necessary economic stimulus, was finally 
admitted with great frankness. In the President’s budget speech, 
his address to the retailers and other pronouncements, a larger na- 
tional income and all sorts of other benefits were promised from 
spending. 


YIELDING TO TEMPTATION In phases one and two, the po- 
litical by-products of spending 


were far from ignored. In some states, the WPA became an annex 
of the local Democratic machine. In some states, around election 
time, New Deal press agents passed out national emergency council 
releases showing, district by district, what handsome buildings, 
parks and other monuments had been produced by spending. Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace’s county agents were trans- 
formed through spending, into cogs in a political machine. Special 
interests were not forgotten, as was recently proved by the publi- 
cation of a WPA pamphlet describing “What the WPA Has Meant 
to the AFL in New York.” 

Among the New Dealers, moreover, the political benefits of 
spending were always privately admitted, as when the setback last 
November was explained by the remark, “Morgenthau hung on too 
long and spending started too late last spring.” But, in phases one 
and two, virtually all spending was done either to relieve actual 
distress, or to produce tangible national wealth in the shape of

Winston Churchill, in his last Collier’s article, says that 90 per 
cent of the people in all lands, if given the opportunity, would vote 
for peace. That is undoubtedly true. The common people of all 
races desire only to continue their peaceful existence and work and 
play and build for the future. 

Yet in spite of this universal desire, says Churchill, the people 
of all lands are drifting helplessly into war, as the singed moth 
helplessly flutters back into the flame. 

What is the éxplantation? 

“Such a contrast,” says Churchill, “between the will of man and 
his actions seems to spring only from madness or from a seizure of 
herd passion.” 

But that isn’t true. It doesn’t explain anything, for it doesn’t 
make sense. It is a contradiction in terms. How can people desire 
peace while at the same time they are maddened by a herd passion 
for war? 

We have seen a whole nation of people almost joyously rushing 
into war, but that was after months of argument and insult and in- 
cendiary propaganda had overcome reason. The people no longer 
desired peace but war. Rage and hate lusted for blood. 

But that is not the history of war’s beginning, either ancient 
or modern. 

There was no herd passion for war in 1914. The people of 
Europe watched its coming in dread and disbelief. The soldiers 
marched away in the midst of cheering and flag-waving, but that 
was merely a gallant acceptance of the inevitable. They went to 
war because their masters forced them to go. 

The people are not drifting into war. They are being forced 
into it. They simply have no voice in the matter, Now, as always, 
they are dumb and helpless tools in the hands of their trusted 
leaders. 

Statesmen make war. It is their method of argument when 
diplomacy fails. They say to one another: “Surrender this point or 
I shall,command my people to kill your people.” 

And the dazed, helpless people, hiding their fear for pride’s sake, 
march out to murder or be murdered by other people, equally help- 
less, and all alike hate what they are doing. 

Statesmen are mere men, temporarily directing vast businesses 
that have conflicting interests. Each is conscious of great power 
and pride of place. They represent nations, yet they feel the emo- 
tions of common men—personal dislike, resentment, pique, jealously, 
hurt, vanity, rage. 
policies, and the conflict of wills that leads to the making of war. 

The leading statesmen in six nations could end all talk and 
thought of war in thirty days if they would. The people aren’t go- 
ing to fight one another if let alone. Only statesmen can start a 
war. Theirs alone is the guilt if it comes.

Governor Julius Heil 
denied the pleas and threatened, 
observers said, to remove Mitten 
from office if he could not main- 
tain order. 

The disorders developed when 
office workers arrived in subur- 
ban West Allis this morning. 

Pickets attacked streetcars car- 
rying them, disabling the cars. 
The officers fired tear gas mis- 
siles.

Sev- 
eral other pickets were gassed. 

A formal strike began yesterday 
following a “work holiday” called 
18 days ago by the United Auto- 
mobile Workers (CIO) Union in 
an attempt to force signing of a 
new labor contract. Approxi- 
mately 6,000 production workers 
were affected.

Lewis of the CIO Denounces Congress 


New Span Gives Easy Access to Industrial Sector 


Industry, Government 
Attacked for Failure 
To Cure Economic Ills; 
Unemployment Cited. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—(7?) 
John L. Lewis, rallying his CIO 
forces for a new organizing com- 


paign today, denounced industry, | 


congress and the government in 
general on the ground that they 
had failed to cure economic ills 
which breed “black reaction” and 
“Fascism.” 

Declaring that “11,000,000 able- 
bodied workers” are unemployed, 
he said that congress had done 
“worse than nothing” to solve this 


problem. He asserted that agencies 
of congress had been  busying 
themselves “tearing the vitals” out 
of measures for the unemployed. 

In a keynote speech to a session 
of the CIO executive board, he de- 
clared: 

“I do not think the people will 
much longer have patience with 
the nostalgia and the reaction of 


the powers of corporate business. 

“Nor will they be content with 
the timid solutions offered by gov- 
ernment, solutions fearfully with- 
drawn before they can be really 
tested.” 

Lewis told his leaders that the 
nation needed courageous leader- 
ship to ward off the “danger of 
being engulfed by .a wave of de- 
spair and black reaction.” 

In talking of the unemployment 
of 11,000,000 able-bodied work- 
ers,” Lewis said: 

“The slow undermining of the 
faith of these people in the ability 
of our nation to provide them with 
a job constitutes an ever-growing 
menace to the stability ef our 
form of government.” 

Prefacing a discussion of a new 
campaign for CIO. membership, 
Lewis told the board that “pro- 
gressive labor was not retreating.” 

“There are still in‘this land 20,- 
000,000 unorganized wage earn- 
ers,” he said. “In many important 
industries such as the rapidly ex- 
panding aircraft and shipbuilding 
operations, we have only begun 
the job of organization.” 

The CIO executive board was 
asked to authorize the use of in- 
junction and damage suits in the 
war against the rival American 
Federation of Labor. 

Lee Pressman, CIO general 
counsel, said such legal actions 
would be aimed at AFL boycotts 
against products, manufactured by 
CIO workers and “collusive con- 
tracts” signed by employers and 
AFL unions to freeze out the CIO.

No-Trump

If yesterday’s parade of opening 
three-notrump bids looked bigger 
to you than a squadron of Boeing 
tri-motored bombers, you may as 
well know now, they still have 
been dealt bigger and better, but, 
you will probably have to visit the 
Smithsonian for proof. 

For in the Culbertson system of 
bidding, there is such a bid as =n 
opening four notrump, guarantee- 
ing first of all a 4-3-3-3 distribu- 
tion, and needless to say, a virtual 
monopoly of high-card tricks, a 
total of 814 to be exact, built up 
through, a favorable addition of 
at least two extra queéns, rather 
than jacks, for the plus values. 

QUEENS REPLACE JACKS. 

The outstanding difference be- 
tween an opening three-notrump 
and opening four-notrump, is just 
that matter of holding added 
instead of added jacks. To 
make a hair-line decision between 
the two, examine the following 


(1) S—AK3 D—A K J 

H—AK64 C—AKJ 

(2) S—AK3 D—A K Q 

H—A K64 C—AKQ 
BOTH 814 HONORS, 

Both hands contain 8% honor 
tricks. In (1) the two jacks, held 
with higher honors become two 
plus values or one-half honor 
trick, but this combination of 
plusses is a bit shady.

Will Aid Circulation

To sleep or not to sleep with- 
out a pillow is the question that, 
sometime or other, seems to oc- 
cur to every woman concerned 
with keeping her looks. And it is 
apparently the one thing beauty 
writers agree upon—they are all 
against it, even thé ones who 
slumber gently and with pure 
consciences on their own pillows. 

While it’s a regrettable admis- 
sion to have to make, that’s what 
I do, too! When you ask whether 
I advise sleeping without a pillow, 
my reply is I do! But the truth 
is that I sleep better with one and 
sleep is nothing to be trifled with! 


Now, before you begin thinking 
this is a case of spinach for others, 
let me explain. I have stream- 
lined my pillow by removing half 
the feathers and it has so little re- 
sistance left that it couldn’t pos- 
sibly cause the double chin and 
the dowager’s hump which are 
supposed to be the twin penalties 
for sleeping with the head ele- 
vated.

Refunding of Georgia highway 
certificates for 1939, 1940 and 1941 


was ratified as a constitutional 
amendment by a popular vote of 
17,234 to 11,762 in the June 6 gen- 
eral election, complete but unof- 
ficial returns showed yesterday. 
Only 72 of Georgia’s 159 coun- 
ties were recorded as voting af- 
firmatively for the proposal, how- 
ever, and one—Hall—divided its 
vote equally on the question.
